God created 
all this, and we should consider them Holy too, not only 
the bible. 

Fr.: God created this planet to be ours— to use with everything 

that is on the surface and underground. 

TO: And we do just that. We don't care if one day, will be 

gone, God will create for us another celestial body, for 

sure. If you think this way, you are wrong buddy! 
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We should consider our planet more than holy. We should also 



consider ourselves holy, and act like holy ones, not like 
morons. Church is making a big mistake when they teach 
us to venerate only God and his book. They should teach 
us also about ourselves and our planet— been holy too, 
because God created all of these according to the sayings 
from the bible, don't you think? 

Fr.: Is your way of seeing things. Bible always will remain

Fr.: Oh no! I get that kind when I feel badly, my back, you 

know. I am sixty. 

TO: Okay, anyway, your way of saying, "God created it for us. 
Just use it wisely." 

Fr.: Thanks for coffee, dear, it's great. 
W: You are welcome. 

Fr.: From where did you got all this Sumerian information? 

Do you have more? 

TO: Oh yes, I do have lots more. 

Fr.: Like what? 

TO: If you really think it will not offend you, here they are 
(showing him the books of Zecharia Sitchin). You know, 
God's creation in Bible version. 
Fr.: Yes, of course I do. 

TO: Sumerians said that about forty thousand years before the 
time of the Sumerian Empire, Anunnaki or let use for 
now Elohim (bunch of astronauts) came to earth to mine 



gold. They came from a planet called in today's literature 

Nibiru, somewhere close by our solar system. 

Fr.: Oh, come on, this really sounds science fiction. I do not 

hear anywhere about this event, not in school, not in the 

Bible, nowhere else. 
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TO: Sounds that way. What did you say to see the description 
of all our planetary bodies, one by one from Pluto to 
Earth, in the Sumerian tablets in the same way NASA 
describes them? 

Fr.: I cannot believe it. No one human was out in space to 
Pluto yet. No one book describes this, not in school, the 
Bible do not describe them eider. 

TO: Sumerians did just that. Of course, it's not mentioned 
anywhere. Schools will not do it because it's against 
Darwin's theory. Anyway, Jewish people took some of the 
stories and modified them to suffice their own beliefs and 
wrote them on scrolls, Holy Torah. The Bible has been 
written later on, around year AD 300, by the Council of 
Nicaea, under Alexander the Great. He decided to have 
only one religion in the entire empire to eliminate all 
difficulties he had. These difficulties were generated by 
the existence of multiple forms of religions throughout 
his empire. 



Fr.: And what happened after Elohim arrived on Earth? 
TO: Elohim did some mining, but after some time, they 
revolted, saying, "We are astronauts, not gold miners." 
To solve the problem, they captured some hominid 
creatures, which were at that time on earth. Curiously, 
these hominids were genetically compatible with Elohim. 
Elohim for a period of few years, worked on the genetic 
structure of this hominids to make them more intelligent. 
All this has been done with the intention to use the 
new humans as slaves. This is the birth of the Homo 
sapiens as an intelligent human being in slavery for our 
mighty Elohim, or God if you wish. This is the truth 
The One's Quest for Creator 
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about Adam and Eve. Sounds kind of right, doesn't it? 
Yes, we have been artificially brought up into evolution 
to become slaves for the rest of our existence— slaves 
to extraterrestrial beings, considering them gods.

He got quite some problems with the 
system when he published the books, you know, being 
against the Bible and Darwin's theory. 
Fr.: Did Zecharia wrote the entire story of creation or only 
parts of it? 

TO: Yes he wrote the complete story. The Elohim genetic 
experiment was successful. First intelligent human beings 
were produced, and allowed to multiply in an enclosed 
territory, bible name it the Garden of Eden. When their 
number were sufficient, part of them were use in mining, 
and part as housekeepers. After several years humans 
began to realize that Elohim used them as slaves, been 
considered as animals not as intelligent human beings, 
and they revolted against Elohim. Elohim wanting to 
punish the humans for their insubordination decided 
to destroy all of them. To implement this decision, 
Elohim just took off, leaving the earth without advising 
the humans about the coming disaster, the Flood, you 
know. Because Elohim was technologically advanced, 
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they knew what was going to happen on earth soon. 
They took advantage of the coming geological event 
and considered it as a good opportunity to get rid of 



their own creation. Only one Eloah considered humans 
as intelligent beings with right to survive and evolve on 
their own. He instructed one man in secret— the Bible 
calls him Noah— how to build a ship to stand against 
disaster, instructed him to save as many humans as he 
can, also to collect genetic samples of all creatures to save 
the planet, Noah's ark, also what to do after the waters 
recede. That is your Bible flood. You can find the story 
not only in the Bible but also in Mayan stories, in Hindu 
religion, and so on. It is all over the globe. 
Fr.: Wow, it's really an interesting story. Hope it's also true. 
TO: I just told you the story in general. Have you heard of 
Graham Hancock? 
Fr.: No, who is this guy? 

TO: He is a British journalist. He wrote books about ancient 
buildings, like the pyramids of Egypt, built ten to twelve 
thousand years ago, or maybe older. 

Fr.: Weren't the pyramids built by Egyptians for the pharaohs? 
That's what I learned in school. 

TO: No. There was no one mummy found in them and no 
writings of any kind. The damage of the sphinx was 
done not by sand, but by rainfall. Was there so much 
rain at the time of the Egyptian Empire so to damage it? 
No, but much earlier, about twelve thousand to fourteen 
thousand years ago, at the end of glaciation era. Also, did 



you have any idea why the sphinx is representing a lion? 
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Fr.: No, I don't have any. 

TO: Well, at the time of construction, Earth was in Leo 
constellation. Because of this, they built a statue 
representing a Leo facing the Leo constellation, zodiac, 
you know. The head representing a pharaoh was done 
at the time of the Egyptian Empire to cover up the 
damage of the Leo face I think. Now we are entering 
the Aquarius, leaving the fish. You know, the fish is the 
sign of Christianity, started about 2,166.6 years ago. And 
we will be on Aquarius for another 2,166.6 years.

You see, it is written in the Bible, 
the golden calf burned with fire, or now you change 
your opinion about the Bible? If the Bible is real, the 
philosopher's stone should be too. 
Fr.: Well, good luck with it. 

TO: Thanks, I'll need it. All the books I read are not straight 
to the subject, sort of. They have been written in riddles, 
to be understood only by the initiated ones. 



W: Coffee, guys! 

TO and Fr.: You are great, we're coming. 
Fr.: Are you so-called initiated? 
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TO: No. I do not consider myself to be. Will be a great honor 

for me to be one of them. 

W: Dear, why don't you tell him? 

TO: Tell him what? 

W: You know, your dream. 

TO: Oh, my dream? Okay. (Begins to tell the dream). 

Fr.: Wow, incredible, then you are, after all, initiated, but you 

got to remember, get your knowledge back.

Fr.: Really? Wow, I like to know more. If it's the way you are 
saying, who are we really? What we are doing on this 
planet? You guys are incredible. 
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TO: I am glad you begin questioning, it's a step forward. 
Hope you do realize that the church doesn't say who you 
are, how you told me not long ago that church and the 
Bible have all the answers? 

Fr.: You know I am not a fanatic. I was just thinking to help 
you. Going to the church, you get the opportunity to 
speak with other people, and possibly get some answers. 
TO: It's true, may be possible, but I cannot stand the preacher's 
ideologies. Also I cannot resist not getting into arguments 
with them. Upsetting them will be a total disaster. I 
prefer to avoid getting into situations of this kind. I try to 
respect other people's beliefs, you know, and stay myself 
safe. What is between us is totally different story. We are 
friends, and we say everything we think and feel to each 
other. 

Fr.: Appreciate the way you think in regard to people's beliefs, 
thanks. 

TO: I read a book not long ago called Journey of Souls by 



Michael Newton. It is an impressive book. He described 
his study done over a few years, with his patients under 
hypnosis. All are relating events from afterlife, when 
they were on the other side. No heaven, no hell, just 
another plane of existence where we are only pure energy, 
souls. 

Fr.: Seems interesting. It's almost like in near-death 

experiences. I read some books describing travel through 

a light tunnel, meeting with relatives, and so on. 

TO: Yes, same way. What we do there is more than interesting. 

Analyze what we did here on this plane and learn from 
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it, planning the next journey back. And what I got 

striking is learning to create matter with our minds and 

manipulate it in a good way, not destructive. 

Fr.: I like to read it, seems interesting. 

TO: I got the feeling that you will ask for it. Here is a copy 

for you. (Hands him a memory stick). 

Fr.: Thanks. I think we are here to learn something, but 

what? 

TO: Maybe learn to control and deal with our emotions, better 
our self, become our self. For me, it doesn't represent 
such a big importance. Who we really are, where we are 
coming from, how back in time, who created us, and 



why we are created? This is what I am interested in. I am 
certain Elohim, God, or any other entity we may think 
of in world religions didn't do any of this, but who? 
Fr.: I think it's also very important to know why we are here. 
The way we deal with our life and with this planet may 
depend on it. 

TO: Of course it does. But if we realize who we really are, the 

rest should just come by itself. 

Fr.: Right. But how we can find out who we are is the 

question. 

TO: I think meditation or something similar can be the 
approaching method. I am reading now some books. I 
realize you were right about Buddhism, or Zen, Japanese 
name, similar with Buddhism. I find Alan Watts's books 
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to be very interesting on this subject. I copied them into 

the stick too, if you want to read them. 

Fr.: Isn't he the philosopher who died in 1974? 

TO: Yes, he is. I got the books from his son's website. I hope 

we realize sooner who we are, before we blow ourselves 

to kingdom come. We did it in the past with "celestial 

weapons which are containing the power of the sun"— 

described in Hindu manuscripts, nuclear weapons. 

Fr.: Are you certain about this? 



TO: Yes, I am. You can find it in the Bible also, Sodom and 
Gomorrah. The description of the event is similar to a 
nuclear devastation. An entire city in Northern India 
has been discovered with vitrified walls and people 
dead on the streets, high radioactivity— same as Sodom 
and Gomorra regions. Vitrified sand all over the globe, 
similar to the one formed in Nevada desert, where the 
nuclear warheads have been tested in our time. 
Fr.: To build nuclear warheads, you need to have high-tech 
society, similar to ours. 

TO: You can think higher than ours. Look at the pyramids, 
the under-ocean megalithic buildings, the Tiahuanaco. 
Hundreds of tons of stone blocks cut to perfection moved 
miles away from the mining region. We cannot do this 
today with our technology. Many tried to replicate the 
work on pyramids and failed with glory. What did you 
say now? Are we coming from monkeys, or some god 
created us? 

Fr.: I cannot say anything. I wish you find the truth. 
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TO: Me too. Everything points into the opposite direction 
from the direction we got in school. We are a people with 
profound amnesia. On top of it, we pray and worship 
entities located somewhere in the sky. I never heard of 



a church worshiping Mother Earth. That's whom we 
should worship. Everything we have— food, shelter, and 
everything you can think of— comes from earth, not 
from the sky.

People have to realize the earth is not under our ownership. 
Earth is the one having ownership over us. We did not create 
this planet; the planet created us. We should act like good 
tenants, not like a bunch of uncivilized monkeys. 
Fr.: And you think you will be able to change the mind of 
millions of god worshipers? Good luck with it. I try 
not to mention about Allah's followers, they are more 
fanatics than we are. 



TO: Sorry, friend, I think you are wrong. You see things from 
the Christian perspective. They are not so fanatic, how 
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we see them. They have been made by God's followers 
to look that way. Do not forget they are human beings 
like us, misguided, used by others for selfish purposes. 
Same like Christians or any other religion followers. 
Fr.: That's crazy, man, I didn't do anything wrong to them. 
TO: Yes, you didn't, but others did. How many crusades were 
in our history, and against whom? Unnumbered wars 
all over the globe. God followers destroyed the Mayan 
civilization. North American Indian tribes literally wiped 
out, their lands conquered. Libraries, with tremendous 
valuable knowledge, just gone. Crimes even against its 
own followers, the inquisition era, remember?

Fr.: You are maybe right. Look what is going on around 
the globe today.

TO: I'm gonna give you a possible answer: bad politics and bad 



politicians, hunger for possessions, hunger for control, 
and of course, the almighty dollar Hope you see who is 
responsible. 

You want respect from me? Then you have to respect me first. 
You know what I do for living. I travel a lot. In New York 
State, on 1-81 by mile marker 149, 1 have seen the human 
stupidity on the billboard, I can name it. 
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W: What does it say? 

TO: One in seven children face hunger. 

Fr.: I don't see anything stupid on this message. It is 

something very real and makes us aware of it and do 

something about it. 

TO: Are you joking? When all food chains in this continent 
are dumped into the garbage— hundreds, maybe 
thousands of tons of food— just to keep the prices on 
the level they want it. Or because they kept it too long in 
warehouses for being overpriced and it went bad, instead 
of priced right and making it affordable for everybody. I 
call this with all my strength human stupidity and human 
ignorance. 

When the world has the possibility of spending for 
military purpose 1.747 trillion dollars in one year, with 
USA first in line at 640 billion dollars, it's a shame to 



display there are hungry kids in your country and you 
got homeless people. Don't you think? We are spending 
so much money in wars and in spying one another and 
on border securities, instead of taking the borders down 
and uniting all of us in one global community called 
Terra and all of us Terrans, not Americans, French, 
Hungarians, or so on. This planet is for all of us to enjoy 
and care for. 

Fr.: You are right, should be blind not to see it. What can 

we do? 

W: Wake up. 

Fr.: Wow, are we sleeping? 
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W: Sort of. 

TO: You know, it will not be easy. Many people are going 
to be upset thinking that they will lose their positions 
and possessions. We don't need to do this the hard way, 
it's not good. People by themselves have to awaken and 
realize that we are in the wrong path and we need to 
change. Lao Tzu, one of China's greatest philosophers, 
said, "If you want to awaken all of humanity, then awaken 
all of yourself, if you want to eliminate the suffering in 
the world, then eliminate all that is dark and negative in 
yourself.

After this, we can 

quest for spirituality, or whatever we want to call it. 

Fr.: It's late, I have to go. It was an interesting afternoon. See 

you two again. 

W and TO: See you soon. 

TO: I am going to start some distillation now, but I need you to 
do the burning of the remains of the plants tomorrow, please. 
Also if you got time, leach them too to get the salts out. 
W: Okay. I'll do it. 
TO: Thanks. 

W: You were a bit rough with your buddy today. I hope he 

does not feel offended.

TO: That is better. I realize that all shamans are well 
connected with Mother Earth, and not only them, but 
the community they live in as well.

TO: I know a lot about your history, and I am ashamed for 
what we did to your people.

TO: That's it. How were your people as an entire community 
able to do this? Can this be somehow translated to 
planetary level? If yes, earth is saved from us. 
Fr.: How? 

TO: Everything is pointing toward the changing of 
consciousness, changing the way we look at the planet 
today, even the way we look at ourselves. I told you 
something close last time. 

Fr.: Look, you need to study the Indian people's way of life, 

if there is any more preserved anywhere. 

TO: Yes, it is in the Amazon jungle. I have a couple of books 

about them. I am studying them now. I find that all 

of them got something in common, including some of 

North American Indians. 

Fr.: What? 

TO: Plants with special properties, called entheogen plants. 

Fr.: Yes, I know they are illegal. 
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TO: I know, and also why. They are afraid of them and 
their power and made them illegal. I read about these 
plants having the power of "opening" your mind and 
showing you things that change you forever, change your 



personality. 

Fr.: My people were using peyote. It was illegal till not long 
ago.

TO: Mexican indigenous people use cubensis. Found even in 
Mayan tradition. Amazon tribes use ayahuasca, Africans 
use iboga, Siberian people use Amanita muscaria, and 
so on. You see, all these plants have a very long history 
in the relationship with humans. It goes back to many 
millennia. 

Fr.: They won't give you the answers you look for. 
TO: Well, you never know. If they don't, can you explain to 
me how all people using them are so linked to Earth and 
even worship it? Why our high civilization is so scared 
and places all of them under the category "Illegal, do not 
touch or you will be in prison"? There are some studies 
done with these plants, but the ones who did it got so 
much trouble with the system that it wasn't worth to do 
it. Did you hear of the book DMT: The Spirit Molecule? 
Fr.: No. 

TO: I have the book. All humans have DMT in their brains 
in small amounts. The effect is manifesting during the 
dream state, also when the body is in trauma. Near-death 
experiences are linked to DMT also. And it is illegal, a 
schedule 1 drug. 
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Fr.: Then all humans should be behind bars.

W: You got to study first what all this is about, what the 

shamans are experiencing when they use these plants. 

Maybe it's a certain ritual linked to the plants? 

TO: Terence McKenna said the plants should be respected, 

and all this to be done in the proper way, because they 

are the best teacher humanity can have. He described his 

personal experiences. It's fascinating. Also, the state of 

mind is very important, the food you eat— all this can 

influence the experience. 

Fr.: I heard of him, he got some videos too. 

W: Yes, we have many of them. I find some in YouTube too. 

What he is relating from his experiences is giving me a 

lot to think about. 

TO: Graham Hancock has a book about his experience 
also, Supernatural, and fiction one called Entangled. 
Fascinating books. 

Fr.: What kind of experiences do they speak of? 
TO: Most of the subjects in DMT: The Spirit Molecule are 
relating sort of spiritual encounters with alien creatures, 
many same as in shamanic descriptions. Others relate 
about thoughts coming into their brain with information 



regarding themselves. Even states of bliss are related. 
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Fr.: Our people's stories are describing snakes, called the 
teachers, blue lady or the lady of the forest. All our stories 
are coming from this kind of experiences. 
TO: Majority of the stories coming from the past are somehow 
connected with shamanic experiences. In Europe, stories 
about dwarf people of the forest and so on. Lots of stories 
around the globe are rooted in shamanic traditions. The 
stories remain, but shamanic traditions are about to 
disappear. 

W: Not altogether. There are some in Siberia, some in Africa 
and South America. 

Fr.: Yes, in our tribes too, we got a shaman. But it is not like 

in the past. This is the influence of the civilization. 

TO: And a negative one. As long as our civilization is driven 

by money and extraterrestrial gods, we are in trouble. 

Fr.: Yes, but you cannot get rid of money altogether. They are 

a means of exchange. 

TO: Indeed they are. The only problem is how we use them. 
Money, from my point of view, should not be given to 
anybody with interest. They should be kept only as a 
means of exchange. 

W: Are you crazy? How can you say this? You are going 



against the most powerful human institution? You did 

not feel well? Are you always looking for trouble? 

TO: Well, have you asked yourself why all the time in human 

history, even today, the economy crashes? 
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W: Now you become an expert in economic stuff too? 
TO: No, dear, I am far from being an expert. If something 
existed in school which I don't like, it was the economy 
courses. I just see things from a different perspective. 
Maybe I am wrong. Future will tell. 
Fr.: How did you see it? 

TO: Let's say all human economy— including raw materials, 
finite products, services, buildings, and so on— have a 
total value of 1 million dollars. 
W: Okay, and what? 

TO: Be patient please, or I will lose the idea. Take that 

million dollars and borrow to people with monthly 

interest. Roughly say the interest becomes in value of 

ten thousand dollars. 

Fr.: That is fine. Where is the problem? 

TO: Aha, actually it's pretty big one. In the beginning, the 

total value of human economy was 1 million, remember? 

Now the money inserted into the economy is 1.1 million 

dollars. It is well above economy's real value. What this 



means is the question. 

Answer is, you got inflation. Economy goes down, the 

value of money decreases to cover the real economy value, 

poverty arrives with glory, there is bankruptcy, people 

lose jobs, lose their possessions, lose their living. And 

the cycle repeats itself. 

W and Fr.: Aha, maybe you are right. 
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TO: Maybe. The only problem is that not the rich loses, the 
poor does. On top of the fact that banks and governments 
are the mastermind of the economy, then the mistake 
comes from their part. The sufferers are the lower 
people, who cannot afford to get any kind of protection. 
In conclusion, the way we build our civilization is not 
perfect. It's sort of wrong way. 

Fr.: If you are so smart to see this as a wrong way, then you 
should have a solution, don't you? 

TO: Sorry to disappoint you, I don't want to have one. If I do, 
I will get hell a lot of enemies. 

W: Why, just give us an idea for the sake of discussion, you 
know? 

TO: Well, what is it that every human needs? 
Fr.: What? 

TO: Decent shelter, healthy food, clothes, health services, let's 



say. Fine, to get them is a real huge personal expense. 
Then they should be provided by the governing body 
of the planet at decent prices which every citizen can 
afford without losing his human dignity for it, like today. 
The only duty of all humans is to be responsible and 
take good care of what they got. Also to be responsible, 
do their work in the planetary community with great 
consciousness. Not like today. I see many going to work 
just to have a place to come back from. Now comes 
the nice part. If a person wants something fancier, 
let's say, he should pay for it and get responsible for 
the payments. Banks should be no more, also interest 
no more. Governing bodies should have control over 
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monetary system. If they do mischief, they have to give 
explanations and carry on the consequences, not like 
today where they are spending people's taxes and do 
not give any kind of explanations when they do wrong 
things, not to mention about the punishment they never 
see.

We 
should govern ourselves. All humans should respect the 
universal law: don't do to others what you don't like to be done 
to you.

Fr.: I hope so too. He is very sad. 

TO: Guys! I'm fine. Don't worry. The universe will not change 
after my mood. 
(Fr. leaves.) 

Time passes. TO, with his load of questions, doesn't 
know what to do anymore. He is not feeling on his own 
waters. W is worried. She is calling an old friend from 
Tennessee, a psychiatrist, and explains to him what is 
happening with TO. 

Dr.: Don't worry, dear, it's something as normal as can be, at 
one time in our life, to begin questioning our thoughts, 
our existence, and so on. 

W: Yes, but he is totally kind of out of the trajectory. That's 
what worries me. I question things myself, but I go on 
with life. For him, life seems to mean nothing anymore.

TO: I am glad. Hope she got rid of that church, you know. 
Didn't do any good for her. 
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W: You know, it's her choice in what to believe. You cannot 
impose your ideas on her. 

TO: Yes, I cannot, was just a wish. The only thing is, I am 

sorry for her to believe in something that does not exist. 

W: How do you know? 

TO: I do not, I just feel it. I can't explain. 

(A knock to the door.) 

Fr.: Hi, are you guys okay? Looks a bit stormy around here. 
TO: Oh no, we are fine, and glad you came. 
W: You know, his quest begins to be bumpy, sort of. Hope 
it soon will end. 

Fr.: TO, you really look changed somehow. 

TO: Oh, don't get everything so tragic, dear. It's something

W: Maybe, why not? 

Fr.: If they are satisfied, why not?

W: Maybe. Indeed I feel better than before. This alchemy 
stuff does something to my body. 
Dr.: Let's go in. My wife will be home shortly. We hope 
you will stay with us for all period of the experiment.

TO: We thank you, Doc, we didn't plan this, but if you insist, 
okay. 

Dr.: You are my friend since high school. Because of you, I 
am who I am. 

W: TO, you never told me this. How did you influence Doc's 
life? 

TO: I didn't do anything, dear. 
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Dr.: He is modest. He didn't want to recognize that he 
changed my life when we were young. 
W: What did he do, Doc? 

Dr.: I was going the wrong way in grade 11, almost to drop 
out. My parents did not care about what I was doing. 
I was on drugs. He helped me, got me to an African 
woman, and she gave me iboga. With the help of this 
miraculous plant, I was cured of this scourge. I owe to 
him everything I am today. Because of this event in my 
life, I became a doctor in psychology. All the research 
I do is to find what changed me at that time and help 
others the same way TO did with me decades ago. 
W: TO never told me anything about this. Why, dear? 
TO: It wasn't so big of a deal. 

Dr.: Saving a life is an extreme act. It's the most virtuous for 
a human being. I wish all to be like you. 



W: TO, you never stop amazing me. How many more secrets 
did you have? 

TO: Well, I did what was supposed to be done, nothing else. 
W: Now I begin to get it, why you always question everything 
and starve for truth. 

Dr.: He is an amazing human being. In school he never took 
the knowledge taught as is. He always got questions. 
Teachers were getting crazy just seeing him in class. 
They never satisfied his curiosity. 
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W: Today he is the same. Our house is "White House library," 
not a family house. On top is this alchemy lab, and still 
he has lots of questions. Nothing can satisfy him. 
Dr.: Hope this experiment will do it. If not, I cannot see 
what can. 

W: Dear, you didn't tell me you knew for so long about 
entheogen plants.

We are not evolved enough to be 
able to express this feeling in words. And what do we do 
instead? We destroy everything she creates. We have no 
respect even for ourselves. 

Dr.: I understand you had a bad experience, calm down please. 



TO: Doc, you are my friend for so long, and I speak like to 
one. It was out of my expectation and was not at all a bad 
experience. It was the best lesson I ever had in my whole 
life. I am so glad I did it. Doc, trust me, this mushroom 
speaks the truth. It is the best teacher I ever had in my 
life. 
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Dr.: Yes, but the nurse got scared when she heard you crying. 
TO: Sorry for that, but I already told you, she got to stay calm. 
Dr.: Do you want to continue? 

TO: Yes, Doc. I am so close. I do not give up now for the 
entire world. Doc, to make sure of it, I will repeat this 
one, but I will get my gemstones I have with me. If 
something bad happens with them, you know, when 
they being processed, I have to feel it. If I do it and get 
the feelings, your experiment will be crowned with big 
success. 

Dr.: Okay, friend, but gems don't speak, you know that. 
Regardless of feeling transmissions, I don't believe 
something like this can take place. 

TO: If I felt Mother Earth, why I should not the stones? They 
are part of her.

Dr.: He scared the hell out of us. That's what happened. 

W: How did you do that, TO? 

TO: I didn't do anything, the mushroom did. 

W: What happened? 

TO: Got into bliss, that's all. I got my first real lesson from 
Mother Earth.

All society is based on all sorts 
of beliefs. If we do crumble them, we destroy ourselves 
and society too. 



TO: Then you got two choices: (1) Stay this way and fight 
every day for survival, sweating for each and every minute 
of your life, watching how this planet slowly but surely 
will be destroyed. Fight for your beliefs, making yourself 
slaves to them. (2) Crumble all beliefs and old society, 
and build a new one in which everyone believes only in 
themselves and the wisdom of this planet. 
W: Utopia, dear. 

Dr.: I do not think this is only Utopia. I think this can be 
done, not overnight, but in time, it can. 
Drw.: Another dreamer. Dear, you got religions, lots of them. 
You think people will get rid of them after so many 
millennia of beliefs? 

TO: Before Christianity, the religion has multiple gods, 
polytheistic religions. If they changed it two thousand 
years ago, why should they not do it today? The way I 
see it, Murphy was right: "Religion for humans is like 
bicycle for a fish." 
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W: Dear, your Murphy may be right in his own way. Human 
beings are so deeply embedded into their beliefs many 
will die for. Just look at our daughter. You cannot say to 
her anything against her God, and she gets upset and 
frustrated. You know we tried to convince her that is not 



the right way, and— as in your expression— we failed 
with glory. 

TO: Yes, dear, we tried it and failed with glory. We approached 
it wrong. We should do nothing else than just guide her 
in such a way to make herself to begin questioning her 
belief. I realized change cannot be done by force. Each 
and every one should come to the same conclusion by 
themselves, on their own. 

Dr.: I may say you hit the nail in the head. The reality is how 
we can change billions of human beings. How can they 
be guided from the shadow to change by themselves? 
TO: Doc, to tell you the truth, I have no clue. But I know 
someone who knows for sure. 
Dr.: Who may that person be? 

TO: I did not refer to a person. I spoke of Mother Earth 
through her messengers, entheogen plants, all at same 
time like they were guided by somebody. 
Are you saying that all humans consume these plants? 
You know they are illegal. 

TO: Wow, isn't this amazing? All having the same thought at 
the same time? That's what I call work of Gaya. Another 
belief built in human brains by governments through 
lies and misinformation. They are afraid of their power 
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so much that they place all entheogen plants out of law. 
Doc, how long and how hard was for you to get the 
experiment approved? 

Dr.: You are right again. Took me more than a year, lots of 
paperwork for this. 

TO: This is not right. We should all take these plants anytime 
we feel the need for it. It's our most precious gift from 
Mother Earth. We are entitled to them by birthright. Is 
our right to change our consciousness, to get ourselves in 
touch with this planet as long as we do not do any harm 
to anybody?

TO: Thanks, Doc. 

They make that evening look more like a philosophy club 
than a friends' reunion. 

Week passes slow for TO, but it passes. He and Doc 



go again to the university for the next experiment. Of 
course, TO has his gems. He gets his 5 grams and goes 
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into meditation. He keeps the gems in his hand, like 
wanting to feel them. One hour and a half pass, he gets 
visions, like usual.

He 
asks for forgiveness on behalf of the human race. What 
the result was left TO without words. The energy field of 
the gems grows into radiance of astonishing beauty. The 
gemstones' field begins pulsating in a peculiar way, and 
TO feels like a wave of love is washing his body. In no 
more than a few minutes, a thought of gratitude came into 
TO's consciousness. Mother Earth is again embracing 
him with love. Thoughts of gratitude for saving the life 
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of the gemstones penetrate his consciousness. He is in 
total bliss. He never ever had this feeling in his life. 
Love and gratitude— the sacred Mother Earth's words 
become engraved forever into TO's consciousness.

It's the best the universe 
can show to him for saving the life of the gems. TO is 
so impressed with everything, and he begins to cry of 
happiness. Never in his life was he so happy, and so there 
are no words to express his feelings. Another thought 
comes to him: I have a surprise when you come to me next 
time. I will wait for you and any other human who have 
the will to know me. I love you all. You are my children. 
Come back to me, I miss you so much. He begins to feel the 



withdrawal of the mushroom, and reality, the way we 
think, slowly comes back. 

TO: (In thought.) Is this the real reality? Or is this just an 
illusion fabricated by our minds to cover up the real one? 
TO is happy; it radiates from his face despite the new-arrived 
question. 

Dr.: Hi, TO. Was everything okay? Did the experiment go 
how you predicted? 

TO: Yes, actually it was way above everything my mind can 
expect. I will tell you everything at home. Let's go. 
And they went despite the fact that Doc was supposed 
to do more work regarding the experiment. He leaves his 
students to do it for him. 

They arrive home, and the girls begin shelling with 

questions. 
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TO: Girls, slow down please, let me relax a bit and I'll tell you 
a story.

Dr.: I know, I have to take the risk. It's the only way to get 

myself in touch with this planet again. I want to be no 

more a stranger trying desperately to understand what 

life is and how it works and, on top of everything, to get 

it wrong.

Drw.: Good luck, dear. I wish all will end right. I hope it will 

be no trouble for you with the university board. 

TO: Mother Earth will help him, I am sure. She will protect 



him to don't lose his job.

TO: No, you will not. Mother Earth gave you this impulse. 

She knows you are in need, and she wants to help you.

TO: Oh, come on, am I God? 

Dr.: Maybe you are, TO. I cannot explain any other way. You 
are like a miracle around us. You find a way for me to 
find myself in touch again with this planet, with myself. 
I am no longer the same one who left the house this 
morning. Indeed, you were right. The mushroom is the 
real wise teacher I never had in my life. I guess you had 
the experience of your lifetime. 
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TO: Yes, please all take a seat. This is a day of great celebration 
for all humankind, I can say. (He opens up a champagne 
bottle.) 

All sit down and look at him like at something else. 
W: What is the occasion? 

TO: I know who we all are. It may shock you, but it's the 
naked truth. (He fills the glasses.) 

We are about to celebrate the real creator and his creation. 
Mother Earth kept the promise. She described it to me, 
all human history. 

Doc: (Is baffled again.) What kind of bomb are you about to 
drop? I am hundred percent sure you are about to place 
all humanity on its head. Am I right? 
TO: Yes, you are, Doc. If you want me to stop, I will. If you 
want me to say what I learned from our mother, I will 



say it. It is your call. 

All at once: We want to hear. 

TO: Okay. (Begins to tell his experience.) 

All are listening to him and cannot believe what they 

hear. How can this be true? All human belief system 

crumbles in their eyes. They cannot comprehend this 

notion, creators being themselves. Science also to 

them looks no better. If what TO says is true, all their 

life beliefs are dust. They are all stunned, Doc more 

than everybody, like in a hypnotic state after his own 

experience. Knowing that all TO said has to be true, 
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coming from Mother Earth, is more than anything his 
mind can comprehend. 

TO: (Looks at them.) Now because we all know who we really 
are, we have the duty of the Creator in our side and do 
everything possible to be responsible people and care for 
this planet. Not to have it destroyed. This is the greatest 
gift I ever had in my life. I am so happy. I can be myself 
again after more than fifty years of not knowing who 
I am and why I am here. I am proud to be part of this 
wonderful planet. I found at last the Garden of Eden. It 
was, all the time, in front of my eyes, and I was so blind, 
cannot see it, blinded by dogmas and wrong beliefs. I 



thank you, Mother Earth, for everything. 

All are silent. They just cannot find their words. At last Doc 

finds himself somehow back on track. 

Dr.: TO, you didn't drop a bomb. This was way more than a 

bomb. Look at us, we cannot find our words. And I know 

it's true. I know Mother Earth speaks only the truth. 

What else can I say? You got us totally unprepared for 

this. 

TO: Yes, Doc, you are right, but you wanted to know and I 
just followed your wish. 

W: We weren't expecting anything of this magnitude. You 
left us with no words. We are trying to realize what 
you said is true. Can you imagine what this means for 
us humans? Everything we believe in all our life, just 
gone. Nothing makes sense anymore. All our sweat and 
lifetime of hard work, you just make it be for nothing. It is 
hard for us to face this kind of reality. What will remain 
for us from all years of studies and our life work, TO? 
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TO: Yes, I can imagine. You should be happy now. Release 
yourself of all burden placed on your shoulders by the wrong 
beliefs. You should feel like newborns. You should not cry 
after things that kept you in prison for so many years. 
Be happy for getting from the slavery to the creator 



position. It's your birthright to hold this position. We 
all are the creator, like all other intelligent living beings 
throughout this universe.

Dr.: Even the totally basic science we'd been taught in lower 
grades, you are proving to be wrong. 

TO: Doc, sorry for that, but it's not me the one proving to you. 
It is Mother Earth, with her wisdom. It was not so easy 
even for me to grasp all these new notions, but with all 
beliefs crumbled by the key, it wasn't too hard to absorb 
them. Now everything begins to make sense for me. I 
understand now everything from the tiny atoms to bigger 
galaxies, from tiny cells to the most complex organism 
ever known.

Drw.: I know you do not make up all this. I like you to tell me, 
to all humanity, what to do to be able to grasp a truth of 
such magnitude. 

TO: Dear, I find this to be the most intelligent question 
ever placed to me in the last decade. I will give you an 
answer. In the normal state of human consciousness, it 
is impossible to grasp it. Only by using her helpers will 
humanity be able to get it. Lao Tzu, China's greatest 
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philosopher, was right when he said, "If you want to 
awaken all of humanity, then awaken all of yourself." 
Awakening is nothing else than getting the naked truth 
about our self by our self. Every human being can get this 
information only from Mother Earth, not from another 
human being. When Mother Earth is communicating 
something, you do not get it like me talking to you, 
using your external sensory perceptions in order to get 
it. You live the wisdom she communicates to you. You feel it 
in your entire body like it belongs to you forever. I hope you 
can understand this. In other words easier to understand, 
you receive her wisdom not with your brain but with your 
heart and soul.

the only way. With other ways, human consciousness 
is totally unable to comprehend.

In other words, your ego will revolt 
against it. 

Dr.: You are a genius. You just solved my other problem. You 
just showed me how to conclude the experiment. 
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TO: I am glad, Doc. Do not forget to send me a copy. I really 
like to know how you did it. 

Drw.: TO, you know I am a science teacher. You spoke about 
an energy surrounding all atoms, cells, planets, and so 
on, called psionic energy. Can you be clearer about this?

Drw.: Yes.

TO: Well, atom is surrounded by this psionic field containing 
all information needed by the atom to act the way it 
acts and to keep the energy level for the rotation of the 
electrons around. If the atom is somehow bombarded 
from outside, chaos arises and the atom breaks apart 
[nuclear fission]. If I am not mistaken, already quantum 
physics defined this psionic field as quantum field. 
The only thing remaining— is to prove that it is also 
intelligent. 

I got an idea. We all are going to watch a ten-minute video 
about what happens inside a human cell. Because we all 
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have biology knowledge, I like a scientific explanation 
of the video. 

All: Okay. (They watch the video on YouTube.) 

TO: Can anybody explain how all these little components 

of the cell are able to do such perfect movements and 

have so precisely coordinated activity within the cell? 

We all know they are just some sort of organic chemical 

compounds and not intelligent living creatures. 

Drw.: Science does not quite have a reasonable explanation, 

TO. What we know is what they do, not how or why. 

We have some theories but not well proven. 

TO: They look like being coordinated by a precise program. 



Question is, where is this program located? It looks 
very complex, needs a big storage space and a very fast 
processing unit to coordinate such multitude of elements 
within the cell. 
Dr.: Yes, may look that way. 

TO: Psionic field is the answer. To prove it is very easy. All 
of you know the story about the heart transplant patient 
who recognizes the donor's relatives without seeing them 
in all his life. 

All: Yes, we remember. What does this have to do with your 
cell? 

TO: It does. The donor's consciousness left an imprint in the 

heart's psionic field regarding his relatives. 

W: How do you know? 
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TO: Simple, when we express a feeling, we always say it's 
coming from the heart, not from our consciousness. That 
is the imprint done in the psionic field of the heart. What 
is a heart? It is a complex of cells. All cells' psionic fields 
together form the heart's psionic field. 
Dr.: Looks very logical, and many things can be explained. 
Does anybody else today on this planet have a similar 
knowledge about this psionic field you talk about? 
TO: Yes, I can say. The shamans of the Amazon have 



knowledge about it. It is not in the same form like I 
presented to you. 

Dr.: Can you explain how you realized this? If it is true, 
it's amazing, because we, the civilized society, always 
consider them to be kind of primitives, having primitive 
healing techniques. 

TO: Before they give to their patients the necessary herbal 
treatment, they shut down the ego of the patient using 
entheogen plants. This way, the patient's brain can no 
more send the thoughts regarding the sickness, thoughts 
that do nothing else than to impede the treatment. This 
way, the treatment plant can do its job in the body without 
needing for it to fight against the person's thoughts too. 
Ancient Egyptians were also knowledgeable about these 
techniques. If they had a patient to heal, they would send 
his consciousness into the realm of Ra until they were 
able to heal the body. This implies the use of entheogen 
plants. 

Dr.: Wow, that's why people treated by them are always getting 
better, despite the fact that in many cases the sickness has 
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been declared incurable by modern medicine. We should 

learn from them and price them at their real value. 

TO: Yes, Doc, with their simple life— called by us primitive— 



they do things that we should think deeper about. We 
are seeing only the surface of their living style. If we are 
going to look deeper, we can learn a lot from them. 
Using the same approach, we can explain also why we 
are getting old or sick. When we bombard our cells with 
thoughts containing beliefs that at a certain age we will 
get old, the cells' psionic field receives this as a command, 
and cell degeneration begins. It is the same process about 
sickness too. This is the secret of immortality. 
All at the same time: You are right. After all, we are the 
masters of our longevity, aren't we? 
TO: It is better to say we are our own master killers, unless 
we change our attitude toward our own body and take 
control of our minds. No more thinking that we should 
get old at a certain age or we are getting sick of such 
and such diseases. In case of sickness, we will do better 
if we bombard our cells with thoughts of love and wellbeing 
instead of fear of sickness and generate stress 
accompanying the thought of sickness. 
Dr.: You show us a lot of wisdom, TO, and we deeply thank 
you for it. 

TO: Doc, sorry to say it, but you are mistaken. I cannot show 
give or send you wisdom. The only thing I can give 
you is knowledge. Wisdom— only Mother Earth or the 
universe itself can have and send. I am not yet at the stage 



of evolution to embed all information into a psionic field 
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and send it to you the same way Mother Earth sends her 
wisdom to us. 

Dr.: What do you mean? Can you explain this in other words? 
TO: I'll try. I hope you will be able to grasp it. Wisdom, 
knowledge, and belief are all information. What 
differs one from another is the way of transmissions. 
Let's say, the type of envelope used to get it to the 
destination. 

1. Wisdom. Information is embedded into a psionic 
field, which produces in our body a feeling at the 
moment of receiving, usually hard to be placed into 
words. That's why I said before that "it penetrates the 
entire body when received." 

2. Belief is pseudowisdom. Information we acquire and 
begin to be trusted by us. We attach a feeling to

3. Knowledge. Information transmitted by sound, 
writing, or today's digital form, no feelings attached.

by attaching a certain feeling to it. I hope this will 
satisfy you. 

There is more one difference very important to be 
mentioned in here: You will never see anyone who receives 
wisdom from Mother Earth becoming a fighter for it. But you 
always see believers killing each other for the beliefs they have. 
You just have to look at the TV, listen to radio, or read 
any newspaper. There are lots of these kinds of examples. 
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Dr.: Yes, it is very clear to me now. 

TO: Dear, I think our vacation is about to end. I like to leave 
tomorrow. I am thinking of calling Fr. and letting him 
know. 

W: Okay, dear, if you wish. It is fine with me. 
Dr.: So soon you want to leave? 

TO: Yes, Doc, we are here already for a month. I think it's 
a lot. 

Drw.: I did not feel that one month has passed since you are 
here. To me it looks like you came yesterday. 
W: We thank you for kindness, but we have to go home. 
(TO phones Fr.) 

TO: Hi, buddy, how are you? We will be back in two days. I 
have a big surprise for you anyway. 
Fr.: What kind of surprise do you have? 



TO: It's a good surprise, then I cannot tell more. See you in 
two days. (Hangs up.) 

TO and W go to sleep earlier; they are leaving in the 
morning. 

In the morning, TO and W say good-bye to Doc and 

his wife and leave. Two days later, they arrive home. Fr. 

is waiting for them. 
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Fr.: I am glad you two get back. I missed you guys. Well, by 
the way you look, you did get your answer. Am I right? 
TO: Yes, friend, you are. I did find what I was looking for my 
entire life, and I am happy. We will celebrate together 
with champagne. 

Fr.: It's got to be impressive if you want to celebrate it with 
champagne. 

TO: Yes, knowing who we are and why is more than enough 
to do just that. 

W: I'll go to prepare a festive dinner for us. 

Fr.: Wow, festive dinner? I begin to shake already for what I 

am about to find out. 

TO: You will really shake, buddy, trust me. 

Fr.: I am so curios that I cannot wait to hear it. 

TO: My friend, by the end, you will be wishing you never 

heard it, trust me. 



Fr.: Don't say that, friend. It is everybody's wish, one day to 
know why we are here and to get the meaning of our 
lives. You said just that, you remember? Not long before 
you left. 

TO: Yes, I remember when, without wanting to, I hurt you 
and my wife. It is actually a very big problem in all this. 
Fr.: Getting somebody to tell you how you got here and the 
reason? I see it as a fortune, not as a big problem. I wish 
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everybody to have the opportunity I have, being your 

friend, to receive the answer to questions that are older 

than our own civilization, in some way. 

TO: Friend, trust me, it will be shocking. My friends from 

Tennessee were, let's say, baffled, without words for half 

an hour. I was scared they will go wacko when I told 

them what Mother Earth told me. 

W: Okay, you two get ready for the festive dinner. Don't 

forget to wash your hands, please. 

They get around the table, nicely arranged, but 

something attracts Fr.'s attention in a special way— the 

Old Testament book sitting on a small pedestal in the
